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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 

JAPAN 2002-61044 with a filing date 03/06/2002. However, an English-translated 
version of the foreign priority document has not been filed to the Office, the foreign 
priority has not been granted. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
September 30, 2008 has been entered. 

3. Amendment of claims 1 , 4-5 and 8-9 and cancellation of claims 3, 7 and 1 2 in the 
amendment filed on September 30, 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 1-2, 4-6 and 8-1 1 
are pending in the application. 

Responses to Amendment/Arguments 

4. Since the formulae (X) and (XI) have been incorporated into claim 1 , the rejection 
of claims 1 and 4-6 and 8-1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has been overcome 
in the amendment filed on September 30, 2008. Since claims 3 and 7 have been 
canceled, the rejection of claims 3 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has been 
obviated herein. 
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5. Since an English-translated version of the foreign priority document has not been 
filed to the Office, the foreign priority has not been granted. The reference Takagi et al. 
publication, with a publication date August 2002, is still qualified as prior art, which is 
prior to the instant filing date 03/05/2003 of the application. The rejection of claims 1 
and 4-6 and 8-1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or 103(a) over Takagi et al. is maintained. 
Since claims 3 and 7 have been canceled, the rejection of claims 3 and 7 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) or 103(a) has been obviated herein.
